year’s defense build-up pian. 

The Defense Agency envis- 
ages a .10,000-man increase in 
the ground force, while, the 
Party’s Policy Board is insisting 
on the modernization of equip- 
ment in preference to personnel 
increase. 

It appears that at yesterday’s 
meeting, Funada stressed the 
difficulty of drastically cutting 
back the projected 10,000-man 
increase on the ground that it is 
tied in with the land force pull- 
out program of the U.S. Secur- 
ity Forces. 

The Liberal-Democratic Party 
is expected to call a meeting on 
the national defense today for 
further study of this issue. 

Meanwhile, the Air Staff Office 
of the Defense Agency will in- 
augurate the provisional air 
training section tomorrow at 
10:30 a.m. at the Johnson Air 
Base of the U.S. Air Force. The 
purpose is to complete the com- 
mand setup for air defense. 

This has been necessitated by 
* the plan of the Air Self Defense 
Force to establish two air divi- 
sions and two antiaircraft gun 
battalions, and reinforce radar 
and air safety and weather 
units in 1957. 

Lt. Gen. Minoru Genda and 
eight other officers will undergo 
training at the provisional air 
training section.

Typhoon Heads

Typhoon Wanda, with howling 
winds over 180 miles per hour 
at her center, moved to within 
300 miles of Okinawa late last 
night, the US. Air Force 
weather service reported, 

But weather observers in the 
Ryukyus and in Japan said 
they did not expect the etorm 
to strike their areas as it moved 
in a west northwesterly direc- 
tion toward the Communist Chi- 
nese mainland at about 13 miles 
an hour. 

A typhoon emergency was 
declared on Okinawa, however, 
as wind velocity increased as 
the outer fringe of the 350 niile 
radius storm touched the island. 

The U.S. Military Weather 
Service said there was the pos- 
sibility the typhoon would 
“hook, stop, or stand still.” If 
the storm veers to a more north- 
ernly course it could strike 
southern Japan or the Republic 
of Korea. 


The Meteorological Agency 
announced early this morning 
that Typhoon No. 6 was located 
at about 290 miles southeast of 
Okinuwa at midnight yesterday 
and was moving to west-north- 
west at the slow speed of 13 
miles per hour. 

The pressure at the center of 
the typhoon dropped further to 
register 915 millibars and wind 
velocity near the center was 
about 170 miles per hour.

Six persons were known 
drowned after their boats capsiz- 
ed in the churning seas. On 
land, six others were killed by 
falling trees alone, as winds, ac- 
companied by heavy rains, 
reached speeds of 90 miles an 
hour. | 

The storm caused millions of 


dollars’ damage to British 
crops. It brought landslides 
and floods to some _ areas. 


Heavy holiday traffic between 
Britain and France was halted 
completely, Hundreds of persons 
suffered minor injuries. 

Winds of 55 miles per hour 
continued in the Liverpool area 
today hampering shipping and 
preventing. two passenger ships 
from docking. 

Twenty-two yachts which had 
entered the annual cross chan- 
nel race frem Southsea to Le 
Havre were scattered. 

The upturned hulls of several 
boats were visible in the Chan- 
nel today. One was the coaster 
Teeswood, which capsized near 
Dover with the loss of one life. 
Another was the 103-ton ketch 
Moyana, winner of the recent 
international sailing race from 
Torbay to Lisbon. Her crew of 
23 was saved. Fifteen were 
merchant navy cadets at sea for 
the first time.

The cafes (bars might be a 
more suitable description since 
beer seems to be their staple re- 
freshment) are mostly situated 
in the squalid, overcrowded 
amusement quarters of Asa- 
kusa, Ikebukuro and Shinjuku. 


Unable to induce people to 
patronize their establishments 
by normal means, they post 
squads of “waitresses” in the 
street to lay hands on unsus- 
pecting passers-by and drag 
them almost bodily acruss the 
threshold, Once inside the bar, 
the reluctant “customer” is im- 
mediately served a bottle of 
beer or other refreshments he 
didn’t order and then presented 
with an enormous bill out of 
all proportion to usual charges. 


Moreover, in order to boost 
the bill as high as possible, it is 
a common practice (as in many 
respectable establishments) for 
several “waitresses” to join in 
the feast and eat and drink 
with tremendous gusto at the 
victim’s expense. 

“Forcible induction” jis not 
the only means these harpies 
use to snare customers. An- 
other technique they use is to 
snatch a hat or any other re- 
movable object that the casual

passer-by might be wearing or 
carrying and dash into the bar 
with it. The owner then follows 
to retrieve his property and is 
promptly caught. 

These cafes are mostly “pro- 
tected” by the local hoodlums 
who beat up any customer show- 
ing reluctance to foot the bill. 
Prices are phenomenal, one ap- 
ple costing ¥200, one egg ¥100, 
a small bottle of fruit juice ¥400 
and a bottle of beer sometimes 
as much as ¥10,000. 


“Boryvoku cafes” came into be- 
ing as a result of the fierce 
competition arising from the 
overcrowding of small bars in 
a confined area. The worst ex- 
amples in Tokyo are to be 
found at the so-called Rokku 
Center in Asakusa Park where 
13 such establishments stand 
one on top of another. Accord- 
ing to the statistics of the Asa- 
kusa Police Station, offenses 
against public morals commit: 
ted by these cafes during the 
first half of this year amount- 
ed to a total of 168 cases. Several 
of the bars in the Rokku Center 
have accordingly been closed 
down by police order. A total 
of 96 cafes were put out of busi- 
ness for similiar reasons during 
the same period. 


One of the major problems 
the police have encountered in 
trying to uproot these cafes is 
their bewildering elusiveness. 
When things get too hot, it 
seems, they just move out and 
spring up somewhere else. 


One encouraging aspect of 
this otherwise deplorable situa- 
tion is a recent move of the part 
of local proprietors toward “self- 
discipline.” In Shibuya, for in- 
stance, local businesses have 
formed a disciplinary committee 
which delegates officers to patrol 
the streets and report cases of 
“forcible induction,” _ after- 
hours operation and exorbitant 


charges. 


ONE-NIGHT STAN D—Another 
type of “cafe” that has come 
in for some strong criticism of 
late is the so-called “all-night 
teashop,” 
open till the early morning 
when the first trains of the day 
get into operation. 

Their main features consist of 
tiny cubicles partitioned off so 
as to insure the maximum 
privacy and lighting is so dim 
as to reduce visibility to a few 
feet, one cup of coffee priced at 
¥100 entitling the customer to a 
“one-night -stand.”

‘Peter Grimes” in Tokyo 
By MARCEL GRILL 


The Niki-kai made a brave ef- 
fort. with its first Japanese pro- 
duction (Sankei Hall, last week) 
of Benjamin Britten’s opera 
“Peter Grimes.” The difficulties 
of staging this work are form!- 
dable, even for a seasoned opera 
company. “Grimes” is definite- 
ly “big theater,” and the young 
Japanese group treated it as 
such and came off more adroitiy 
than ome might have expected. 
There: were, of course, some 
minor faults but these were only 
incidental and in no way spoiled 
the enjoyment of the whole. It 
is, therefore, both a relief and a 
pleasure to praise the efforts of 
the Niki-kai company. 

“Peter Grimes” was Britten’s 
first opera (produced by the 
Sadler’s Wells Opera Company 
on June 7, 1945). Its immedi- 
ate and enduring success in the 
international repertoire ever 
since, is easy to understand, for 
this opera has everything that 
effective music-drama_ should 
have. The libretto, worked out 
by Montagu Slater in close col- 
laboration with the composer, is 
based on an incident in George 
Crabbe’s poem “The Borough.” 


Plight of Fisherman 
The simple story deals with 


the tragic plight of a lone fisher- ; 


man whose apprentices die acci- 
dentally, but with the grim re- 
sux of turning the entire vil- 
lage against Grimes. The com- 
peser and his librettist added 
salient details to sharpen the 
drama and to enhance the emo- 
tional tension and atmosphere. 

Britten's music encompasses & 
variety of styles to project the 
action of the drama which is 
swift and continuous, Simple 
tunes and sea chanteys alternate 
with piercing dissonances; a 
storm, a man-hunt, and a fog 
horn are expressed in musical 
terms; there is a church service 
in the background, a jazz-band, 
and also a popular round. 

The six Interludes—four de- 
picting the sea and two devoted 
to point up the torment in 
Grimes—are intended to unify 
the action. Not only that, they 


comment on the action; they 
sum up a scene and set the 
mood for the coming one. The 


vocal parts are not too com- 
plicated and the singers are 
given their “big moments,” 
There is nothing monotonous. 
Both in text and music 
“Grimes” depends on _ atmos- 
phere to lift the story of an Eng- 
Jish fishing village in 1830 to a 
universal tragic plane. I have 
no way of judging the effective- 
ness of the Japanese text, work- 
ed out by Haruko Takahashi 
and Akira Munechika (the 
tenor, Mutsumu Shibata), nor 
can 1 tell whether this version 
respected the meaning of the 
Slater-Britten original. 
Weel-Monaged Production 
There is no doubt, however, 
that Isamu Kitagawa’s realistic 
setting and, indeed, the entire 
well-managed production was 
shaped by the prime considera- 
tion of making the story com- 
prenhensible for a Japanese au- 
dience. The movements of the 
village crowd might have been 
better directed to bring out the 
relationship between Grimes 
and his milieu. But the Pub 
Scene of Act I was carefully 
worked out to achieve a syn- 
chronization of the raging storm 
outside, so that each opening of 
the door brought a feeling of 
the outer elements into the pub 
and gave meaning to Peter 
Grimes’ singing of his strange 
soliloquy (“Now—the Great 


Bear and Pleiades where earth 
moves are drawing up the 
clouds of human grief ...”). 
On the musical side, there 
was much to admire. The en- 
semble work both of orchestra 
and singers was carefully pre- 
pared and ably rehearsed under 
the direction of Tadashi Mori, 
and his assistant, the young 
composer, Hikaru Hayashi. To 
Mr. Mori go the prime honors 
for keeping the orchestra’ and 
players together well. A major 


portion of “Grimes” belongs to

the chorus, and on this occasion, 


the Niki-kai chorus outdid it- 
self, especially in the mob scene 
at the end of Act 2. 

Singing Sincere 

The solo singing had its ups 
and downs, but the apparent 
sincerity on the part of all car- 
ried the day. ,This quality was 
most remark&b bly manifest in 
the singing of the soprano 
Kiyoko Shibata as Ellen Orford. 
She exemplified dignity, and 
simplicity, and through the eve- 
ning she gained confidence and 
ease of expression in the diffi- 
cult music allotted her. She 
tended to be shrill in some mo- 
ments, and at other times, when 
Britten’s vocal line got the bet- 
ter of her vocalization, her best 
efforts were spoiled by her hav- 
ing to take a breath too often.

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Adequate Antifire Steps 
Taken by Local Theaters 


By GYO HANI 


Both the Tokyo Fire Depart- 
ment authorities and managers 
of downtown movie theaters 
are confident that everything 
is being done to prevent a 


theater fire or an _ ensuing 
stampede. 
However, both agree that 


unless the living standard of 
the Japanese people is raised 
further, overcrowing at thea- 
ters will not be ameliorated. 

Yoshio Ashiura, chief of the 
Fire Prevention Section of the 
Tokyo Fire Department gave 
assurance that the fire depart- 
ment and its fire stations all 
over Tokyo are sparing no ef- 
forts in inspecting Tokyo’s 465 
movie theaters. Usually, he 
said, inspection of spectator 
capacity, fire escapes and other 
fire prevention facilities are 
being carried out daily, and 
three times a day at 12, 3, and 
6 p.m. on Saturdays and Sua- 
days; 

Patrol Increased 

On occasions when a larger 
turnout is expected such as 
during New Year’s week or 
“obon” holidays in July, fire- 
men patrol the theaters three 
times daily and order suspen- 
sion of booking when they find 
overcrowed theaters. 

At present, he said, the fire 
department is overlooking over- 
crowded conditions at theaters 
until the spectators reach about 
130 per cent of the official cap- 
acity, which means the people 
fill the standing room and 
most of the space surrounding 
the seats. Ashiura attributed 
this allowance to economic 
reasons. 

He said it would be necessary 
for theaters to raise their ad- 
mission rates if they. were to 
enforce the observance of cap- 
acity. But if admissions were 
upped, less people would come 
-o see movies. Also the num- 
ber of theaters and theater 
seats per capita is considerably 
low as compared with Western 
nations,| he said. 

: Fewer Seats 

According to the latest sur- 
vey announced by the Motion 
Picture Industry Association, 
the total number of movie thea- 
ters in the U.S. is 18,600 and 
that of Japan, 5,148. This 
means in the U.S. there is one 
movie house for every 8,884 peo- 
ple wnile in Japay the rate is 
almost one half, one theater for 
every 17,340. About the same 
rate applies to theater seats, as 
there are 55 seats for every 
~v0. U.S. citizens while there 
are only 27 for the same num- 
ber of Japanese people. 

The average admission fee of 
movie theaters in the US. is 
¥192 and ¥63.20 in Japan both 
excluding tax. Since the lates: 


per capita national income of the 
U.S. is about eight times more 
than that of Japan, even the 
present admission fee of Japa- 
nese theaters is too high from 
American standards. 

“However, these facts do not 
justify the possible occurrence 
of theater fires or stampedes,” 
said the fire chief. “On the con- 
trary, we feel our responsibility 
of minimizing fire hazards at 
theaters and we are doing our 
utmost to that end,” he added. 


Steps Taken 

According to Ashiura, their 
fire prevention efforts include 
the following: 1) strict inspec- 
tion of theater facilities in the 
light of the Building Standard 
Law and the Fire Prevention 
Regulation when a movie thea- 
ter applies for opening; 2) daily 
inspection of capacity, fire es- 
capes and antifire instruments; 
3) holding of training course for

latest fire prevention devices. 

This latest item includes such 
devices as “automatic fire alarm 
wires” which when laid along 
the edge of the ceiling will 
sound fire alarms if the room 
temperature rises suddenly by 
more than 20 degrees C. Accord- 
ing to Ashiura, most of the new- 
ly built theaters have these fire 
alarm wires laid. 

Managers Confident 

When interviewed this week, 
the managers of four large 
downtown Tokyo theaters were 
equally confident about their 
security measures. against fire 
and stampede. 

Here are brief accounts of 
their statements: 

Yoshio Ishikawa, Yuraku-za: 
“Since this theater has doors 
on its three sides except of the 
back of the screen, spectators 
can be most speedily evacuated 
in an emergency. The fire es- 
capes are locked with latch- 
locks and can easily be open- 
ed. Curtains on the stage are 
fireproof. We replaced our fire 
extinguishers with the latest 
models last spring which are 
recognized by the fire depart- 
ment as the most effective.” 


Ichiro Oka, Scalaza: “Since 
customers are most important 
for us show businessmen, we 
are doing everything to guard 
them from fire or any other 
hazards. People might think 
this theater is dangerous be- 
cause it is on the fourth floor 
but that is not so. The fire 
department wouldn’t have al- 
lowed us to open this theater 
if they found it unsafe. The 
employes are well trained that 
they will take position at a mo- 
ment’s notice and guide the 
spectators out safely.” 

Kosuke Yamada, Marunouchi 


Nikkatsu: “I am here every 
day from the opening till the 
closing of the theater to pre 
vent any kind of accident. 
Emergency drill for the thea- 
ter employes are carried out 
during off-business hours, most- 
ly in the morning before open- 
ing. he fire escape doors 
have a “push-bar” device (doors 
open by lightly pushing down 
a horizontal bar).” 

Mitsuru. Udagawa, Tokyo 
Gekijo: “This theater received 
a scroll of commendation dur- 
ing Fire Prevention Week last 
year because of thorough fire 


prevention facilities and fine}. 


training of employes. Fire 
drills are carried out once 
every month. Because the 
third and fourth floors were 
used independently before the 
major renovation, they have 
separate fire escapes. On the 
first floor, there are exits on 
three sides.” 
Small Danger 

As if to substantiate these 
statements by the managers, 
Fire Chief Ashiura said that 
there is very small danger of 
fire at big theaters, as they are 
concrete-built and the owners 
are very fire-minded. 

The real fire hazard is found 
in small suburban theaters be- 
cause many of them are built of 
wood, he said. 

“In order to wipe out the fire 


hazard of movie. theaters, the; 


Building Standard Law must 
be revised because it allows 
small theaters under 500 capa- 
city to be wpuilt of wood. I 
think any building, no matter 
how small it is should be made 
fireproof if its purpose is to con- 
tain a sizable number of peo- 
ple. I have heard that a revi- 
sion will be made soon,” said

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_ Footwork Is All Important in Golf 


Most athletes, regardless of 
the sport, are inclined to un- 
derestimate the importance of 
footwork. Ted Williams and 
I have discussed it many times 
regarding baseball, and Joe 
Wilman tells me it’s the same 
story with bowling. 

First important job of foot- 
work is the proper stance. We 
talked about that the other 
day. Next big job for your 
feet is to make sure you pivot 
properly. Actually, you have 
two pivoting jobs to do. The 
first comes in your backswing, 

sand the second comes with 
your downswing and follow 
through. 

Today's drawings show prop- 
er feet positions for the top 
of the backswing and also for 
the follow through. At the 
top of the backswing, the left 
hee! is raised off the ground 
as the left knee is pointed 
slightly to the right and down- 
ward. All the weight of your 
body is on the right leg. 

In the follow through, the 
positions are reversed. The 


right heel is raised, and all the 
weight is on the left foot. The 
easier your feet work in mak- 
ing the shift from an evenly 
balanced position to one over-: 
balanced to the right foot and 
then to one overbalanced to 
the left foot, the more success- 
ful will be your pivot and 
swing. If you’re having 
trouble, why not check your 
footwork? That might be 


causing it.

Canal Issue 
May Touch 
Japan Ships 


Government officials said yes- 
terday that Egvpt’s seizure of 
the Suez Canal would not ad- 
versely affect Japanese traders 
directly or immediately but 
there is fear that ships may be 
forced to make double payment 
bf tolls, reports Kyodo. 

According to the Transporta- 
tion Ministry, Japanese ships 
passing through the canal are 
required to pay £2,000 to 
£2300 per 10,000 dead-weight 
tons. Simee last January, pay- 
ments had to be made in sterl- 
ing instead of dollar. 

Japanese shipping companies 
paid tolls into the Suez Canal 
Company's account in London, 
but with the British freezing of 
the sterling holdings of the com- 
pany, it has become impossible 
for Japanese shipping companies 
to make payments as hitherto, 
was pointed out. 


The Finance Ministry opined 
that Egypt will demand cash 
payment in dollars. 

The Transportation Ministry 
is negotiating through the For- 
eign Office with the two govern- 
ments of Britain and Egypt in 
order to avoid double payment 
of tolis, it was said. 

The Transportation Ministry 
revealed that the following three 
_ Japanese vessels would shortly 
“pass through the canal: 

NYK’s Arima Maru (9,764 
dead-weight tons) July 29 or 30, 
Mitsui Line’s Mogamisan Maru 
(10,216 dead-weight tons) Aug. 1 
or 2 and its Harunasan Maru 
(10,089 dead-weight tons) Aug. 1 
or 2. 

The tolls for the three ves- 
sels had already been paid in 
London, it said. 

Meantime, the Foreign Office 
and the Finance Ministry point- 
ed out that Japan’s trade with 
Keypt has been settled on the 
open account system in dollars 
since 1955. 

In the current fiscal year, 
however, Japan is to pay in 
sterling for 10,000 bales of 
Egyptian cotton out of 100,000

Because of an _ unfavorable 
trade balance, Japan had con- 
tinued to pay in dollars and 
obtained recently Egyptian 
consent for payment in sterl- 
ing, according to the Foreign 
Office and the Ministry of In- 
ternational Trade and _ Indus- 
trv. 

Therefore, it will become 
necessary for the Governnient 
to start negotiations with the 
. Egyptian Government again on 
the settlement issue because 
Egypt is-now not in a position 
to spend as it likes following 
the British freezing of the ster]l- 
ing holdings, ministry ofticials 
said.

Italy-India Trade 


ROME, July 30 (AFP)—Indian 
Charge d’Affaires in Rome 
Khilnani said trade between In- 
dia and Italy had considerably 
increased. He referred to the 
important Italian contribution 
to India’s industrialization pro- 
gram. 

Speaking in an interview with 
the Italia News Agency Khil- 
nani said India was now Italy’s 
principal Far Eastern market, 
and the only VAsian country 
with which her trade balance 
was developing favorably. 

He added that last year 
Italian imports from India had 
risen to 1,691,164,190 lire as 
against the 1954 total of 1,524,- 
139,820 lire. In the same period 
Italian exports to India went up 
from 1,023,909,120 lire to 1,180,- 
867,880 lire (1,736 lire equals 
one pound sterling). 

He said India was now the 
fifth most important Asian ex- 
porter to Italy instead of 
seventh as in 1954. 

He referred to the impor- 
tance of the Fiat, Montecatini, 
and-Innocenti firms to the In- 
dian industrialization program, 
and hoped to see still closer 
cooperation develop’ between 
the two countries. 


U.S. Senators Appeal 


For Oil Import Cuts 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (Kyo- 
do-UP)—Thirty-one Democrat- 
ic and Republican Senators ap- 
pealed to the Government to- 
day for assurance that it would 
take action to limit oil imports 
to 16.6 per cent of domestic 
production. 


The Senators, in a letter to 
Defense Mobilizer Arthur 6.

UNKRA Aid 
Given Korea 


A total of $1,382,530 worth 
of goods, imported from various 
countries in June by the United 
Nations Korean Reconstruc- 
tion Agency (UNKRA), is an- 
nounced by Lt. Gen. John P. 
Coulter, Agent General. 


The imports include materi- 
als such as switches, generator 
parts, automotive shop equip- 
ment, building materials, chemi- 
cals, tires and tubes, books and 
teaching aids. 


The largest single item of 
goods brought in by UNKRA 
last month was tires and tubes 
costing $333,015 to help Korean 
transportation operation. This 
is part of a total of $1,000,000 
allocated by UNKRA to assist 
in maintaining the operation of 
motor transportation, 


The largest beneficiary of the 
month was the textile industry, 
with cotton looms and auxiliary 
equipment costing $306,420, as 
well as wool tops ($237,560) 
(from New Zealand and the 
United Kingdom), rayon yarn 
($51,580), and silk waste plant 
machinery ($39,280). 


Arrivals include conveyor 
equipment and electric cable 
valued at $77,360 to provide 
further materials and equip- 
ment for the rehabilitation of 
mines operated by the Govern- 
ment-owned Dai Han _ Coal 
Corporation, the largest coal 
producer in Korea. Also includ- 
ed were laboratory supplies, 
workshop equipment and 
electrical material valued at ap- 
proximately $50,420, as well as 
nitric acid ($11,485) as part 
of the original project to im- 
port approximately 2,000 metric 
tons of industrial chemicals. 


Other important items im- 
ported in June by UNKRA were 
building materials costing ap- 
proximately $29,935, and jack- 
drills and used steel rails valued 
at $76,330. 


Silk Production 
Of World Rises 


ROME, July 30 (AP)—Worid 
natural silk production-is rising 
and prices are falling, the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion (FAO) reported yesterday. 

The price decline, under way 
since 1953, has reached a point 
where the Japanese Govern- 
ment has begun to buy raw 
silk in order to support prices, 
FAO said. 

Through its Monthly Bulletin 
of Agricultural Economics and 
Statistics, FAO reported that 
raw silk production rose more 
than 2,000 metric tons between 
1953 and 1955. 

The threé major producers— 
Japan, Italy and India—turned 
out 17,364 metric tons in 1953, 
17,772 ‘metric tons in 1954 and 
19,607 metric tons last year, 
FAO said. 

FAO also put 1954 raw silk 
production in the Soviet Union 
at 2,200 metic tons and said 
Red China produced 4,200 
metric tons the same year. It 
gave no comparative figures 
for the two Communist coun- 
tries. *

Arrives Here

Singapore is seeking to be- 
come the major broker in Asia 
and wants to use its rubber as 
the major attraction for trade 
with Japan and Communist 
China, the General Secretary of 
the Singapore trade mission 
said yesterday. — 

Yap Pheng Geck, General 
Secretary of the mission, and 
26 other prominent Singapore 
businessmen, arrived in Tokyo 
from Hongkong to promote in- 
creased trade with Japan during 
their eight-day stay. 

The Singapore mission will 
be joined by a similar mission 
from Malaya, which is to ar- 
rive here Aug. 3. The two mis- 
sions will return to Hongkong 
-and complete organization of a 
100-man combined Singapore- 
Malaya trade mission scheduled 
to leave for Communist China 
Aug. 20. 

Yap, former head of the Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerce in 
Singapore, said “the business 
people of Singapore realize that 
Japan and Red China are going 
to be the two big, tough indus- 
trial-powers in Asia.” 

He said, “Singapore wants to 
be the broker—the principal 
supplier of materials. We have 
lots of rubber to trade with.” 

Yap indicated that when 
Singapore becomes independent 
it will take steps to become a 
free port like Hongkong anid 
gradually supplant the British 
Crown Colony as the trade cen- 
ter and broker in Asia. | 

The secretary of the mission 
said his group came to Japan 
to “contact Japanese firms— 
chiefly those connected with 
rubber, textiles, and building 
materials—and talk to them 
about trade.” 

Ko Tek Tin, Singapore rubber 
magnate and leader of the trade 
mission, said, “Japan does con- 
Siderable trading with Singa- 
pore, but still not as much as 
in the prewar period. We want 


to increase trade above the pre-| 


war level.” 

‘The mission is divided into 
six parts—rubber; general pro- 
ducts; textiles and_ sundries; 
hardware, building materials, 
and metals; chemicals and food- 
stuffs; and transport and ship- 
ping. 

' The mission was met at plane- 
side by David Marshall, former 
Chief Minister of Singapore, 
who arrived in Japan earlier 
this month. He will act as 
adviser to the joint trade mis- 
sion to Red China. 


Bridge Planned 
For Selangor 


KUALA LUMPUR, July 30 
(AP)—The Malayan Govern- 
ment has called for tenders from 
Engiand, Australia, France, 
Germany and Holland for the 
building of a doubledecker 
cantilever steel bridge over the 
Klang River in Selangor State. 

The bridge, expected to cost 
around M$5,000,000, will be 1,400 
feet in length. 

The lower deck of the bridge 
will be used by cyclists and 
pedestrians and the upper one 
by motor traffic. It will be the 
only such bridge in Malaya 
when completed.

Steel Strike 


Cost U.S. — 
Immense Sum 


CLEVELAND, July 30 (AP) 
—The inflationary impact of the 
steel strike, which has .cost the 
nation an estimated $1,118,000.- 
‘000 will be felt into 1957 Steel 
Magazine said yesterday. 

The metalworking weekly 
said another significant effect 
of the walkout would be on 
other wage negotiations and 
predicted that other metalwork- 
ing unions would boost their 
asking price. 

In estimating the strike’s cost 
to the nation, the magazine 
said the loss in steel product 
sales amounted to 880 million 
dollars, the steelworkers lost 
200 million in wages and work- 
ers in other industries affected 
by the strike lost 38 million, 

“The scramble for steel, plus 
price increases certain to come, 
add up to a frantic fourth quar- 
ter,” the magazine said. 

Pointing out that it will take 
three or four weeks for mills to 
build up to full production the 
trade weekly said buyers are set 
to scramble for steel during the 
recovery period. 

A recent survey of metal 
users disclosed that it will take 
almost a third of them 30 days 
to get inventories back to the 
pre-strike level Steel said. Some 
others will take from 30 to 40 
days, while 12 per cent do not 
plan to build back to pre-strike 
levels. 

“Consumers will depend on 
two sources of steel until the 
mills make a comeback: (1) 
what they have on hand or éan 
get from warehouses; (2) what 
they can get from nonintegrat- 


|ed mills which do not produce 


steel ingots, but buy them from 
primary steelmakers for> process- 
ing into products,” the maga- 
zine said. 

Warehouses have an estimat- 
ed six-week stock of steel sup- 
plies with the exception of 
heavy plates and_= structural 
shapes. 


Mid-East Oil 
Discussed - 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP) 
—Joint action by the United 
States, Britain and France in 
handling the problem of Middle 
East oil is urged in a Brookings 
Institution study of changing in- 
ternational relations released 
yesterday. 

The recommendation was 
made by Edward §S. Mason, 
dean of the Harvard Graduate 
School of Public Administration 
in one of six ‘spring lectures 
sponsored by the independent 
research organization, 

Mason said that the time has 
come for the U.S. Government 
to treat the question of Middle 
East oil as something more 
than a business matter to be 
handled by private oil com- 
panies. 

“If the Western countries with 
producing interests in the Mid- 
die East—which means mainly 
the United States, United King- 
dom and France—and the com- 
panies themselves are not to be 
whipsawed, there must be some 
concert of action,” he said. 

Noting that the Suez Canal 
had already largely escaped 
from Western control, Mason 
said there was an increasing 
tendency among Arab States to 
use ojl as a “political weapon” 
and to dictate to the oil com- 
panies the areas into which they 
will be allowed to ship.

. Talks With Soviet Russia : 


The long-drawn-out negotiations between Japan and 
Soviet Russia will be resumed today—this time in Moscow. 

The new conversations, it is authoritatively stated, are 
to be regarded as a continuation of the London talks which 
were broken off last March and it is still doubtful as to 
how far they are likely to take a fresh turn of major im- 
portance. Indeed, there seems to be a considerable body 
of opinion that the two countries may only reach an 
agreement for an exchange of Ambassadors—such as West 
German Chancellor Adenauer did when he visited Moscow 
last September—without a full-scale peace treaty. 

- Even if an exchange of Ambassadors is the most that 
can be achieved this might be a step to the desideratum of 
friendly relations between the two countries. On the other 
hand, if such an exchange were abused by Soviet Russia 
in order to set up a powerful propaganda organ in its 
Embassy in Tokyo which would intrigue to drive this 
» country into the Red camp it would merely be a source 
of trouble to the Japanese Government and people. Japan 
has ‘mo desire whatever to be made a catspaw for the Com- 
munist bloc’s global plottings but she is prepared to live 
as a good neighbor with the Soviet State. 

The Russians have been making plenty of propaganda 
about peace and here is the chance for them to show that 
they are in earnest by concluding an agreement with Japan 
on generous lines and acting up to any obligations they 
may undertake. Yet the manner in which Moscow has 
flouted world opinion by excluding Japan from membership 
of the United Nations for so long on the most flimsy 
excuses tends to make us uneasy about the future. The 
conduct of the Russians in this, and in other matters, 
reveals their true feelings toward this country and these 
feelings are not very friendly. To put matters bluntly, 
Moscow has shown a desire to put Japan down as much as 
possible. 

How else can the continued enslavement of Japanese 
nationals for these many years after the end of a war be 
considered? This was a war which the Soviets entered 
only a week before the end, Yet, they looted Manchuria 
and imprisoned hundreds of thousands. The squeeze play 
on Japanese fisheries on the open seas in the North Pacific 
falls in the same pattern of a tough, unfriendly and in- 
human Russian attitude toward Japan. 

It is only possible for the Japanese people to judge 


Soviet Russia by its actions and it is because of these, 


actions that few people in this country today can say they 
are able to put any real trust in Moscow’s attitude in any- 
thing which concerns Japan’s welfare. Until this state of 
affairs is changed, it is difficult to believe that close rela- 
tions are possible. 

Nevertheless, present conditions might be materially 
improved and this we hope Mr. Shigemitsu’s mission will 
be able te achieve. but Moscow must needs give proof 
of sinccritv. 


Giv? Youth a Purpose 

Japan’s war defeat more than a decade ago brought 
on some radical changes in our society, and the alarming 
increase of juvenile delinquency today is an unfortunate 
symptom of the revolution. It can be said that we are 
still in the transitional stage, seeking a new social order. 

Some impatient voices are heard urging a return to 
the “good old days’ when children—and, we might add, 
everyone else—knew their place. But now is the crucial 
time when the problems created by social change must be 
analyzed more carefully and positive, forward-looking 
measures sought. Our youth today have more freedom 
than ever before. What they need is not restriction or 
regimentation but education in social responsibility. 

We might learn something along this line from West 
Germany, which has been faced with similar problems of 
rehabilitating a war-defeated nation. The opportunity for 
inspiration is right at hand, with the current visit here of 
a delegation of the West German Sports Youth Association. 
These high-spirited and earnest young people, as healthy 
in mind as they are in body, represent the virile new 
democratic society of Free Germany. 

The Sports Youth Association, with 2,400,000 members, 
actually stresses sports no more than it does civic activities 
and cooperative endeavors to promote cultural interests 
among young people. Significantly, it is just one of many 
such organizations which the majority of German youths 
belong to. . 

That is just as it should be. In Japan, too, we have 
a multiplicity of youth organizations, and any suggestion 
to circumscribe or combine them forcibly should be op- 
posed by all who have faith in the democratic system. 
- Yet they do need advice and strong leadership very badly. 

The problem of juvenile delinquency boils down to the 
need of giving young people something constructive. to 
do. ‘Noncompulsory youth organizations are the ideal 
answer, but they must also have the more positive iim 


of teaching good citizenship.

L_ Press Comments — 


Tuesday, July 31 

Asahi Shimbun said the latest 
election of governors in the pre- 
fectures of Saitama, Aomori 
and Gumma provided a “true 
picture” of the weak points of 
the two major political parties 
and intra-party struggles. Can- 
didates who ran with official 
support from the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party were defeated both 
in Aomori and Gumma. The 
paper said the election outcome 
upset the rule that a candidate 
backed by a big political party 
cannot fail to win. The paper 
said that the failure of the offi- 
cial candidates sufficed to show 
the declining influence of the 
ruling party. 


Mainichi Shimbun warned 
Government and business lead- 
ers against being too optimistic 
about automation as a means 
of increasing employment and 
effective demand. It said that 
even in the United States and 
Britain the modern industrial 
system shows a trend of decreas- 
ing manpower needs. It will in- 
evitably become a difficult prob- 
lem also here in Japan, the pa- 
per pointed out, where the em- 
ployment situation is becoming 
more and more serious. 


Yomiuri Shimbun regretted 
that many social organizations, 
with the legal status of a corpo- 
ration or foundation, are mak- 
ing money though their activi- 
ties originally were to be car- 
ride out’ on a nonprofit basis. 


The paper said that according 
to Tokyo Metropolitan Educa- 
tion Department a total of 947 
“nonprofit” organizations are 
registered with the department. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
expressed regrets that catcher 
boats dispatched by small and 
medium-size fishing concerns to 
the so-called “Bulganin Line” 
are losing money because of 
unexpectedly poor hauls in 
these fishing grounds. The 
paper attributed the losses to 
the delay in receiving Russian 
licenses permitting operations 
in “Bulganin Line” waters. The 
paper asked the big fishery 
companies to buy fish caught 
by the catcher boats at a high- 
er price in order to save the 
situation. 2 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) urged the Labor Minis- 
try to strictly select the eoal 
miners to be sent to West Ger- 
many to engage in mining coal 
in the Rhur coal belt. The 
paper attributed the demand 
for Japanese labor by the Bonn 
Government to its friendly feel- 
ing toward this country and 
their lack of skilled labor in 
this field. Should the Ministry 
err in selecting qualified coal 
miners, it reminded, it will 
mean belvying the expectations 
of West Germany and eventual- 
ly lead to loss of German trust 
and friendship toward this na- 
tion, 


Old Wine for a New Bottle 


National Defense Council Issue Reflects ( Complex Undercurrent 


It wasn’t all quiet on Japan’s 
defense front during the past 
month. 

A cold war involving the Na- 
tional Defense Council, which 
came into existence on July 2, 
resulted in a notable casualty. 

He is ex-Col. Takushiro Hat- 
téri of the defunct Imperial 
Army, who, contrary to his 
known desire, failed to be ap- 
pointed to a key post in the 
nascent agency. 

The trouble about the WNa- 
tional Defense Agency, which 
aspires to be the Japanese coun- 
terpart of the National Security 
Council of the U.S., is an old 
one, that is, relatively speaking. 

A year ago, the bill for crea- 
tion of the agency died sstiil- 
born as the 20th Diet closed on 
July 30. What was primarily 
responsible, it is recalled,* was 
the disclosure in Washington 
two days before the end of the 
session that “Honest John” 
launchers would be 
brought to Japan. 

Led to Resignation 

The missile not only killed 
the Defense Council bill but 
also forced Defense Chief Shige- 
masa Sunada to resign. 

This year, the bill finally be- 
came law in the last days of 
the Diet which ended in June 
after the now-historic brawling 
session. But it was not the end 
of all the. problems. 

They concernea choice of 
personnel for the Secretariat. 
The post of Secretary-General 
of the Secretariat for the Na- 
tional Defense Council was 
filled without much difficulty by 
Kenji Hirooka, former Metro- 
politan Police Chief. But who 
should be the Councillor in 
charge of defense planning 
posed a big question. 

Prime Minister Hatoyama, 
Cabinet Secretary Ryutaro Ne- 
moto and others in the Cabinet 
favored Col. Hattori largely on 
recommendation by Hattori’s 
close military colleague who is 
now a Liberal-Democrat in the 
Diet: Ex-Col. Masanobu Tsuji. 

But when this choice became 
known, former Navy personnel 
in and outside the Defense 
Agency, as well as the postwar 
defense officers, rose in arms, 

No Room for Navy 

The former Navy objected 

partly because Hattori is an 


Army man, and if he had oc- 


cupied the post for which he 
was earmarked, there would 
have been no room for Navy 
representation on the Defense 
Council, 

There was another reason for 
the ex-Navy’s opposition to Hat- 
tori’s choice. 

Supposedly a brilliant strat- 
egist, Hattori planned many .of 
the important Army operations 
before and during World War 
II. After the war, he helped 
write Gen. MacArthur’s military 
history and then continued his 
study of military affairs, past 
and future, with his _ profes- 
sional colleagues. 

His research has crystalized 
as What is popularly known as 
the “Hattori Plan” for integra- 
tion of armed _ services for 
Japan. 

The revolutionary scheme, if 
carried out here, would make 
Japan the first country in the 
world to have a single armed 
establishment under one com- 
mander. 

Staunchly Opposed 

It is because of this unified 
command scheme of Hattori’s, 
however, that the former Navy 
circles are staunchly opposed 
to his occupying the post of 
the Councillor in charge of 
defense planning. 

According to Hattori, the mer- 
ger plan is the last answer for 
the interservice rivalry that 
plagues the armed forces of 
every country. The _ recent 
developments in the U.S. armed 
services are but one tangible 
example. And Japan in the 
past was no exception, 


But the former Navy officers 
do not see eye to eye with the 
former Army staff officer. They

suspect that what Hattori is 
really attempting is to domi- 
nate the postwar armed forces of 
Japan with the old Army clique 
and its traditional mentality. 

“The scheme is extremely 
dangerous,” a former Navy 
commander said. “We were al- 
ways dominated by the Army 
even under the old system. If 
the armed forces were unified 
under former Army fellows, 
what will happen?” 

The Navy view is diametricai- 
ly opposed to the “Hattori Plan” 
even on the theoretical ground. 
Whereas the advocate of unified 
armed service maintains that an 
able commander can plan mili- 
tary operations that employ 
warships, airplanes and tanks, 
the old Navy hands think there 
could be no such man, 

Peril Foreseen 

Furthermore, they see a great 
potential peril in the system 
under which a single military 
commander, even though he 
might have civilian bosses, can 
move the entire armed establish- 
ment. 

The other force which op- 
posed Hattori’s joining the Na- 
tional Defense Council consists 
of those postwar “uniformed” 
officials in the Defense Agency. 
Although technically military in 
nature, they were formerly 
civil servants, mostly in the pre- 
1945 Home Ministry, who be- 
came officers overnight. 

They hold important posts in 
the “internal bureaus,” of the 
Defense Agency, as distinguis:- 
ed from the service units of 
the Ground, Maritime and Air 
Self-Defense Forces. 

In objecting to the former 


‘ 


Army officer joining the Prime 
Minister’s military advisary 
agency, the group pointed out 
that such a personnel choice 
will endanger the golden rule 
of “civilian supremacy” in the 
postwar armed forces of Japan. 
This position, however, seems 
hardly tenable because legally, 
even former Army colonels and 
Navy commanders are civilians 
today unless they happen to 
wear Defense Force uniforms. 


‘Nonmilitary’ 


Furthermore, so long as the 
Defense Agency Establishment 
Law is not revised, the Defense 
Chief will be a Cabinet member. 
And, according to the Constitu- 
tion, every Cabinet member 
must be a “civilian” whatever 
it may mean in present-day 
Japan which is not supposed to 
have armed forces. 

In a recent interview, a rear 
admiral (captain in the Imperial 
Navy) in the carn Self-De- 
fense Staff, summed up the 
situation with poignant humor. 


“Ours is not a military organi- be 


zation anyway. The way it is 
run, it is exactly like another 
government agency. 

“In case of emergency, of 
course, these forces will be of 
no use at all,” he continued. 
“I suppose they are not meant 
for combat.” 


As long as the Self-Defense 
Agency of Japan retains the 
status of illegitimacy under the 
Constitution, it will remain 
“nonmilitary” in character, the 
Officer pointed outs,

WASHINGTON — A Federal 
grand jury in Philadelphia has 
been calling some star execu- 
tives of the television world for 
an unprecedented probe of mo- 
nopoly and push-around tactics 
by the big networks. It could 
result in criminal indictments. 

One the spot is David Sarnoff, 
top mogul of the National 
Broadcasting Company and the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
long-time friend of FDR, Pres- 
ident Truman, and now Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. 


Sarnoff was on such intimate 
terms with Truman that he was 


invited to a White House lunch 


with Margaret and her parents 
during the Korean War when 
the Prime Minister of England 
had rushed to Washington 
to make sure Truman did not 
drop the A-bomb over Korea. 
Margaret just signed a _ long- 
term contract with NBC, and 
Prime Minister Attlee had to 
wait, 


Sarnoff also retained Tru- 
man’s former White House 
counsel, Clark Clifford, after 
which most of his antitrust 
problems at the Justice Depart- 
ment seemed to vanish. 


Under Eisenhower, however, 
Sarnoff has real Justice Depart- 
ment problems. Not only has 
the antitrust division been in- 
vestigating NBC but it called 
a federal grand jury in Philadel- 
phia to probe the manner in 
which NBC informed the West- 
inghouse Broadcasting Com- 
pany, then owner of WPTZ, 
that it, NBC, wanted to take 
over. 


Westinghouse, it happened, 
didn’t want to give up its Phila- 
delphia station. t that made 
No difference. NBC wanted a 
radio-TV station of its own in 
Philadelphia and was in a posi- 
tion to pull its network pro- 
grams away from Westing- 
house. 

So Westinghouse bowed. It 
swapped its Philadelphia outlet 
for a less desirable NBC out- 
let in Cleveland, plus $3,000,000. 
The Philadelphia station had 
cost Westinghouse $8,500,000 
two years before, and the value 
of TV stations has not gone 
down.

When the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission staff heard 
of this forced deal, it forward- 


ed the facts to the Justice De-

British Comments 
On Seizure of Suez 


LONDON—The crisis caused 
by Egypt’s seizure of the Suez 
Canal and the steps that should 
be taken to meet it dominate 
the front pages and the com- 
ment columns of most papers. 
The chief concern is how firm 
should these countermeasures 


The Sunday Times, conserva- 
tive, says that anger and haste 
make bad counsellors. While 
speed is essential the West's 
response must be informed by 
cool consideration of the facts. 
Armed intervention, the Sunday 
Times says, is neither right nor 
necessary. Severe economic and 
diplomatic pressures are indi- 
cated especially those which will 
frustrate the attempts to make 
profits out of the seized prop- 
erty, ; 

The Observer, independent, 
says there is nothing to be gain- 
ed by retaliating with the same 
kind of childish anger that Nas- 
ser has displayed, Two steps 
are essential. One is to make 
Britain and Western Europe less 
dependent on Suez by use of oil 
pipelines and the expansion of 
tanker fleets. The other is to 
define and publicize the legal 


and moral wrong which Egypt | 


has committed. The Observer 
says President Nasser may come 
to regret his action which has 
harmed his own country first 
of all. Nobody will be ready to 
make agreements with the 
Egyptian Government for a long 
time. More than that Nasser’s 
Hitlerian tactics have prejudic- 
ed the whole future of capital 
movements between the indus- 
trialized and underdeveloped 
countries. 

The Hitler analogy is used 
by a number of papers. But 
the Sunday Graphic, conserva- 
tive, says that in Nasser we 
can sense a pale, carbon copy 
of Hitler. Instead of a man- 
sized tyrant we face a teddy- 
boy. If the canal is lost, then 
our oil, our food and our jobs 
are all in danger. Nasser must 
be brought to heel, the Graphic 
savs, and Britain must lead the 
way. : 

The conservative Sunday Dis- | 
patch also advocates a forceful 
policy though recognizing that 
it carries a risk of war, but any 
other policy entails grave risks 
too. If we do not take a firm 
stand, says the Dispatch, Colo- 
nel Nasser’s appetite will grow 
by what it feeds on and the 
end will be the future of all the 
oil fields of the Middle East. 

A leftwing paper, the Peop‘te, 
describes as madness the talk 
of sending the army. It’ says 
the death of one Egyptian sol- 
dier in such a conflict could 
set hght to the whole’ Middle 
East. We should forestall Nas- 
ser’s attempt to nationalize the 
canal by offering to interna- 
tionalize it by handing it. over 
to the control of the United Na- 
tions. The same should apply 
te the Panama Canal. 

The paper says these corridors 
between oceans are so precious 
to the whole Free World that 
there is no argument for keep- 
ing them in private hands.
